Various  propaganda  methods  have  been  used  to  obtain  consents 
for  treatment^  and  in  this  respect  the  Central  Council  of  Health 
Education  have  been  most  helpful. 

The  treatment  consists  of  tr:o  injections  of  A.P.To  given  at 
approxims-tely  four  weeitly  intervals.  No  adverse  after  effects 
resulting  from  the  injections  have  been  brought  to  ray  notice. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year  was  27"  2n. 

improvement  0:1  last  year's  figure  (55)  « But  this  figure  is  still 
too  high^  due  to  some  extent  to  the  large  number  of  Institutional 
cases.  One  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  amongst  the  immunised  and 
those  which  have  occurred  were  of  a mild  type. 

SCABIES. 

■ The  Scabies  Order  - this  disease,  is  not:  vio  ci liable . 

In-order  to  deal-v/ith  the  increasing  nuraber  of  cases 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  treatment  of  adults  at  the  Public 
Assistance  Institution^  and  children  at  the  school  cliniCj 
Recreation  Road, 

The  request  for  treatment  of  adults  was  practically  nil^  the 
cases  arising  being  treated  at  their  own  homes.  But  a large 
■number  of  school  children  have  been  dealt'  ith. 

•Scabies  is  essentially  a fa:aiily  disease  and  on  that  account 
it  presents  great  ctifficulties  in  tr eatment^, and  the  possibilities 
of  recurrence  have  always  to  be  considered. 

New  remedies  have^  however^  simplified  treatment  to  some 
extent. 

An  arrangement  v/ith  the  County  by  which  the  more  intractable 
cases  are  referred-  to  the  Tolladine  Hospital^  Worcester  has  be-en 
made  use  of.  The  cost  in  these  cases  to  the  Urban  District  amounts 
to  20/-  per  case^  regardless  of  length  of  stay. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  for  the  Local  Authority  to  take  any 
statutory  action  under  the  Scabies  Order.

Howsvsr^  ths  majoriry  of  the 
complaints  rsceivsd  by  ths  Dopartmsnt  v/ors  doalt  with  sa tisf octorily 
and  i t \/ill  bo  sesn  from  tho  rsyort  that  sons  .small  sanitary 
isprovsmsnts  ..as  Doing  sfioctod  in  syito  of  war-timo  diff icultiss , 

Tno  incroaso  in  tho  mtount  of  unsound  foodstuffs  doalt  .ith 
is  not  duo  to  any-  ssrious  do torioration  of  tho  quality  of  lood  in 
gonorcl^  but  to  tho  fact  that  as  a largo  proportion  of  tho 
foodstuffs  aro  ''rationod'^  or  ‘*on  points'%  tho  shopkooper  rocuirod 
a condomnation  cortificoto  to  oaablo  him  ito  claim  tho  oguivalont 
aumbor  of  coupons  for  tho  unsound  food  so  that  ho  may  roplace  liis 
stocko  formo.lly^  a largo  proportion  of  this  food  (particularly 
tho  ^‘innod  goods)  would  bo  croditod  by  tho  wholesalor  without  tho 
issue  of  a note  from  this  Dopartmont. 

Tho  numbor  of  pigs  slwughtorod  by  housoholders  has  incroasod 
and  it  will  bo  obsorvod  that  tho  quantity  found  co  be  ciisoa.sod  has 
incroasod  proper tiv>nat9ly.
